INBREEDING, 
By C. H. VanAuken, Asst. in Animal 
Husbandry, Cornell College 
of Agriculture, 

By ‘‘inbreeding’’?’ we mean _ the 
breeding together of animals closely 
related, i.e., of close consanguinity. Its 
purpose, as employed in the breeding 
of domestic animals is to intensify and 
perpetuate certain desired character- 
istics. Inbreeding was carried on in 
Bates’ and Collings’ time. These men 
practiced it in improving the Short 
Horn cattle and met with such success 
that their fame as cattle breeders be- 
came firmly established. 

Inbreeding should be employed only 
with extremely vigorous animals be- 
cause it tends to intensify defects as 
well as desirable qualities. 

The chief evils that accompany in- 
breeding are decrease in size, constitu- 
tional vigor and fertility. Among 
fowls the Sebright bantams were so 
inbred by their originator that they 
beeame almost sterile. These evil ef- 
fects are not likely to oceur before the 
fourth generation of inbreeding, 

Illustrations of the evil effects of 
inbreeding are shown by the various 
herds of wild cattle that are kept in 
large parks in Great Britain. At the 
beginning of the last century there 
were at least seven herds; now more 
than half the number are gone. How- 
ever, some of these herds had been 
kept enclosed in these parks for over 
five hundred years, without having 
had an infusion of new blood. The 
most notable of these herds, the one 
in Chillingham Park, has been there 
for about seven hundred vears. 

Some men claim that changing the 
elimatieal conditions and the soil will 
do nearly as much toward correcting 
the evils resulting from inbreeding as 
the introduction of new blood. 

Line breeding may be spoken of in 
this same connection as it means the 
breeding of individuals having very 
similar blood, but not necessarily sas 
closely relaied as sire and daughter, 
or dam and son. 


The objeet of line breeding is to in 


tensifv and make  prepotent good 
qualities. The evil effects from 


line breeding are the same as_ those 
from close inbreeding. although they 
are not likely to appear so soon or in 
so marked a degree as in the ease of 
elose inbreedin, 

Line breeding is usually beneficial 


for a time but it should not be ear 


‘ 


ried too far, as there is great danger, 
as in inbreeding, that it will intensify 
defects, as well as useful qualities. 
The evils resulting from line breed- 
ing or inbreeding that have been ecar- 
ried on for too long a time may in 
part be remedied by the judicial intro- 
duction of an out-cross or a number 
of out-crosses, carefully made, By an 
out-eross we mean the introduction of 
a sire into the herd which is not at all 
related to the females though it may 


belong to the same breed. It may also 


mean crossing high grade of pure bred 
females with a male of another breed. 

While animals that are line bred 
or inbred for a long period of time, 
may produce an occasional animal of 
the highest standard, it is doubtful if 
they produce as many as pure bred ani- 
mals of mixed breeding. 

Close inbreeding shoul not be adopted 
by those who do not thoroughly under- 
stand it. Its limited application may 
be made an advantage to the expert 
breeder, but it is liable to become a 
disadvantage to the inexperienced 
breeder. When animals are. wisely 
selected desirable characteristics will 
generally ‘be secured and permanently 
transmitted by a period of inbreed- 
ing; but if the animals are unwiselv 
selected, then the undesirable charae- 
ters wil appear to such ian extent as to 
discourage the breeder. Defects may 
be present but not readily apparent 
to the eve, and if they are present they 


hecome intensified by inbreeding. 





A MODEL DAIRY. 

The Gazette man had the pleasure 
on Saturday of visiting Hillcrest Farm 
near Chester, where Harry B. Davis is 
making a specialty of breeding Tol- 
stein-Friesian catle for the market. 
Mr. Davis and his cousin, Howard D. 
Seely, of Maple Knoll Farm, between 
Chester and Goshen, have interests in 
common and are making a sueeess in 
their line of breeding. At IHillerest the 
dairy barn has been recently enlarged 
by the addition of 14 feet on one end 
and 18 feet on the other. The stables 
have conerete and eedar floors and the 
side walls are of concrete blocks and 
9 feet in heighth, the 38 stanchions are 
of the latest stvle and allow the eows 
to assume perfeetly natural positions. 
The Southern face of the stable is 
provided with twelve large windows af 
the top of which a glass transom is 
fitted and ean be regulated to ineline 


at any angle to insure an adequate 








56 


supply of fresh air. The walls and 
ceilings are thickly covered with white- 
wash which aids in maintaining a thor- 
oughly sanitary condition. The dairy 
now consists of a high-priced (regis- 
tered) Holstein-Friesian bull and fifty- 
nine cows, which includes a number of 
heifer calves and yearlings. The dairy 
is being tested as to quantity and qual- 
ity of the milk produced by a represen- 
tative of the State Experiment Station 
at Cornell During this 
test the cows are fed all they will eat 
of ia standard balanced ration, which is 
carefully weighed, and are milked every 
six hours, night and day, for a week. 
The milk from this dairv is sold to 
Lawrence’s at Chester, and 
is made into cheese. Pure milk to the 
value of $100 per month, however, is 
Several of 
the cows have records of 50 pounds of 
milk per day, and one heifer has a 
record of 15 pounds of butter in seven 
days. Afew months ago Mr. Davis 
sold a 13-month-old bull for $250 and

A COW WORTH HAVING. 


Mr. W. Q. Dale, a  dairyman 
Stanislaus County, has a cow that he 
ean justly be proud of. She is a thor- 
oughbred Holstein and goes by the 
name of Esecuedos De Kol and has had 
second calf. With her first calf 
she made such a good showing that 
Mr. Dale decided to keep close track 
of her work during her second lacta- 
tion by weighing and testing her milk 
regularly, One hundred days having 
passed since she came fresh, Mr. Dale 
reports that during this time she gave 
6,744 pounds of milk containing 216 
pounds of fiat. The highest yield of 
milk for one day was 76 pounds. 

Mr. Dale received for the butterfat 
produced by Escuedos De Kol in these 
hundred days $9442. He values the 
skim milk for the same period at $6.00; 
so that the cow has practically earned 
for her owner one dollar a day gross 
and in addition give him a ealf that 
he sold for $75.00. But the most re- 
markable thing about this showing is 
that it was made on a hay ration.

“What Is Milk In the ‘absence as 


= yet of a rejoinder 
of a Superior by Mr. “T. W.?? to 
Quality? S. Hoxie’s Study 


Table article in the last preceding issue 
of the World, we interpolate a short 
editorial bearing on the same subject. 
What we shall say is not so much to 
combat Mr. Hoxie’s position as to 
elicit information. We do not wholly 
agree with him, but admit that this 
lack of agreement may come from a 
lack of understanding on our part. 

In the first instance Mr. Hoxie takes 
the ground that the question ‘‘ What 
is milk of a superior quality’’ is equiv- 
alent to the question ‘‘ What is the de- 
sirable percentage of fat.’’ In as much 
as the fat in milk is only one of sev- 
eral elements that enter into its com- 
position, to make this one element the 
determining measure of quality has 
never seemed just to us, and this in- 
justice is aggravated when we consider 
that from a physiological standpoint 
protein in milk, which is found in the 
casein and not in the fat, is the more 
important element. The fat as we 


cuts 








understand supplies energy andigaci- 
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dentally heat, while the protein sup- 
plies the tissue building elements. To 
the young and growing animal energy 
is less in demand than tissue building 
material while heat may be and is 
largely supplied artificially. Tissue- 
building material can only be supplied 
in the food. 

When it was held that the solids not 
fat in milk were proportionate to the 
fat, there was some excuse for mak- 
ing the percentage of fat, which was 
easily determinable, the measure of the 
quality of the milk, but since the Wis- 
consin Experiment Station has proven 
that this is not true, there seems no 
longer any justice in speaking of milk 
containing a moderate percentage of 
butter fat as of ‘‘poor quality.’’ For 
the benefit of any who wish to look 
deeper into this subject we will say 
that we refer to Bulletin No. 156 from 
the above mentioned Station. A _ re- 
view of this bulletin was given in the 
World of March 8, 1908. From among 
other statements we quote the follow- 
ing: ‘In the milk of individual cows 
there is certainly no definite and con- 
stant relation between the amounts of 
fat and casein. One animal may yield 
a milk containing 2.7 per cent. of casein 
and 6 per cent. of fat, while another 
produces a milk of 2.7 per cent. casein 
and 4 per cent. of fat, and still an- 
other, a milk containing 3.5 per cent. 
of casein and 6 per cent. of fat. These 
figures are actually analyses of milk 
of individual cows in the University 
herd. Expressed in another way, we 
have milk where for every ‘hundred 
pounds of fat there may be anywhere 
from forty-six to seventy-three pounds 
of casein.’’ In view of these facts 
wherein is anyone justified in main- 
taining that quality of milk is deter- 
mined by percentage of butter fat? 

Now, Mr. ‘‘T, W.,’’ Mr. Hoxie and 
the editor seem to agree that milk 
ranging in butter far from 3.5 to 4 
per cent. is the ideal for a breed, but 
Mr, Hoxie maintains that’ the average 
milk produced by Holstein-Friesians as 
a breed falls somewhat below this sav- 
erage, and he advocates the formation 
of a new breed by crossing Holstein- 
Friesians with some breed producing 
milk high in the percentage of fat in 
order to reach this ideal standard. He 
says: ‘‘Go into Central New York or 
anywhere that pure bred Holstein- 
Friesians are crossed on the best class 
of native cows. Select from such 
crossbred animals according to a high 
standard previously fixed. Breed them 
together. Discard, of their offspring, 
those that may not conform to this 
standard. In the third generation, I 
doubt not, a breed will be produced 
that will have all these qualities of 
milk that T. W. sets forth.’’ We do 


kept up? Most assuredly not. 





not doubt in the least the possibility 
of producing a new breed as Mr. Hoxie 
outlines. We do, however, have serious 
doubts as to-the possibility of produc- 
ing a breed that will breed true to 
type in ‘‘three generations.’’ Our opin- 
ion is that a rigid selection would need 
to be maintained for many generations. 
But supposing that it were possible, 
what would we have at the end of the 
third generation? Only a small family 
comprised in a single herd. ITs it not 
true that we have families of pure bred 
Holstein-Friesians that now meet all 
these requirements? If the same rigid 
selection were to be followed as Mr. 
Hoxie recommends for his new breed, 
could not every family of Holstein- 
Friesians be brought to average up to 
this ideal standard without a foreign 
cross? But let us follow this hypothet- 
ical new breed a little way. When 
they became sufficiently numerous to 
begin to form the nucleii of other 
herds, would this rigid selection be 
Those 
herds where selection was not kept up 
would lapse, and in the course of a few 
years the same conditions would exist 
as in the Holstein-Friesian breed—a 
graduation in production of butter fat, 
in this ease ranging between the limits 
of the two breeds which were combined 
to make the hypothetical breed. 

To quote Mr. Hoxie farther: ‘‘The 
grandest cows in my judgement that 
IT ever saw and I think, ever existed, 
were of the Holstein-Friesian breed. 
They were of that ‘‘large’’ motherly 
type represented by Princess of Wayne, 
Clothilde and Belle Sarcastic. Cows 
of this type when cared for and fed 
liberally produced without difficulty 
from 20,000 to 30,000 Ibs, of milk in 
periods of twelve months lactation. 
Not infrequently the butter fat in their 
milk fell below 3 per cent.’’ Mr. 
Hoxie might recall that we have Hol- 
stein-Fresians now living that have 
produced that amount of milk in a 
year and averaged near the ideal per- 
centage of butter fat. But with what 
breed would he cross the Holstein- 
Friesians and still maintain their size, 
prodigious flow of milk and at the same 
time increase its percentage of butter 
fat? This seems to us a very import- 
ant point. ‘ 

Of course, a new breed would imply 
a new breed association and a new 
herd book. We cannot see how the 
breeders of Holstein-Friesians could be 
expected to be interested in the regis- 
tration of any other breed of cattle, 
either new or old. Mr. Hoxie’s refer- 
ence to the fact that the Friesian As- 
sociation ‘‘gathers superior unpedi- 
greed cattle into a ‘Hulp’ or Help 
Book’’ seems to be misleading, since, 
as we understand it, all these cattle 
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own state.

greed in the sense of being pure bred, 
no eattle crossed with any other breed 
being admitted. This reference, there- 
fore, seems hardly applicable to the 
ease, In regard to Mr. Hoxie’s state- 
ment that ‘‘The Friesian Association 
diseards from registration unworthy 
animals, however long or attractive 
their pedigrees may be’’ we might re- 
ply that while the Holstein-Friesian 
Association registers all pure bred ani- 
mals regardless of producing ability, it 
does maintain a registry in which no 
animal can be entered ‘‘however long 
or attractive its pedigree’’ unless it 
proves its superiority as a producer. 
This Advanced Registry system seems 
to overcome the defect—lack of selec- 
tion—existing in the Herd Book regis- 
tration, 

As to the establishment of some 
kind of a system of registnation for 
Holstein-Friesian grades, say three- 
quarter bloods or better, and superior 
producers, we have spoken before. It 
seems to us that there are logical ar- 
guments in favor of the establishment 
of such a system. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeder may bé supposed to have 
two interests: First, his personal profit 
interest in the breed; second, his indi- 
rect interest in the improvement and 


upbuilding of the general dairy inter- 
ests of the country. Two problems are 
ever presented to the breeder of pure 
bred stock, the one growing out of the 
other. The first is the problem of sur- 
plus males; the second, how to induce 
the average dairyman to improve the 
producing ability of his herd by plac- 
ing a thoroughbred sire at the head of 
it. It seems to us thiat the establish- 
ment of a system of registration for 
superior producing highly-graded Hol- 
stein-Friesians would tend to stimulate 
the demand for pure bred sires, solving 
the first problem and contributing to 
his paramount interest of profit, while 
at the same time it would tend to im- 
prove the producing ability of the 
dairies of the country, thus tanswer- 
ing his second problem and contribut- 
ing to the breeder’s interest indirectly 
as well as directly. In a word such a 
system would seem to benefit all inter- 
ests concerned.

SUMMARY OF OFFICIAL RECORDS 
OF HOLSTEIN-§FRIESIAN COWS 
FROM JANUARY 12th to JANUARY 
25th, 1909. 

Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a pericd of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agl. 
Colleges or Experiment Stations, and 
their accuracy is vouched for by them; 
no private records are reported by the 
Holsteix-Friesian Association. 

During the period from January 12th 
to January 25th, 1909, records for 155 
cows were accepted; of which two were 
extended to 14 days, one to 22 days, 
and two to 30 days. The averages by 
ages or classes were as follows: 

Forty-six full aged cows averaged: 
age, 6 years, 11 months, 24 days; days 
from calving, 23; milk, 456.2 lbs.; per 
cent, fat, 3.46; fat, 15.787 lbs. Seven- 
teen senior four-yearolds averaged: 
age, 4 years, 8 month:, 11 days; days 
from calving 35; milk447 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.83; fat 14.902 lbs. Fifteen junior 
four-year-olds averaged: age 4 years, 3 
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months, 1 day; days from calving, 41; 
milk, 454.2 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.19; 
fiat, 14.5 Ibs. Seventeen senior three- 
year-olds averaged: age, 3 years, 9 
months, 15 days; days from calving, 25; 
milk, 419.3 lbs.; per cent fat 3.32; fat, 
13.911 Ibs. Fifteen junior three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 2 months, 3 
days; days from calving, 27; milk, 
378.9 lbs.; per cent. fit, 3.44; fat, 13- 
.022 Ibs. Seventeen senior two-year- 
olds averaged: age, 2 years, 9 months,

Considered as a herd of 155 animals, 
of which somewhat less than one-half 
were heifers with first or second calves, 
the herd produced in seven consecutive 
days 62,384.3 lbs. of milk containing 
2,108.656 lbs. butter-fat; thus showing 
an average of 3.38 per cent, fat. The 
average production for each animal was 
402.5 lbs. of milk containing 13.604 


Ibs. of butter-fat; equivalent to 57.5 Ibs. 
or nearly 28 quarts of milk per day, and 
15 7-8 lbs. of the best commercial butter 
per week. 

The great extent of the official test 
work among Holstein-Friesian breeders, 
the immense amount of detail it in- 
volves, can only be understood by giv- 
ing the matter car ful thoughht. This 
single issue ot the official report covers 
the handling of over thirt-one tons of 
milk, of which every milking was sep- 
arately weighed and, its fat content 
determined , Yet in the estimation of 
many, official test work among: the 
breeders of dairy cattle has just fairly 
begun; and it is to grow till the leaven 
permeates the ranks of our farmer- 
dairymen, owning grades or common 
eattle, when, in a much modified form, 
it will result in the formation of suc- 
cessful testing associations and prove 
of the greatest advantage to the dairy 
industry. When that times comes, the 
demand for the cheaper sort of pure- 
bre dairy bulls will be infinitely larger 
than it is now, as no m mber of a cow- 
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testing association will be willing to 
use anything but a pure-bred bull. 

In this issue of the official reports, 
the cows and senior four-year-olds 
show nothing remarkable, as records go 
now-adays; the sensational record of 
this issue being made by a junior four- 
year-old. The aged cow class is lead 
by Royal Queen DeKol 2nd, 21.097 bbs. 
fat from 571.8 lbs. milk, followed by 
Prineess of Grafton, 19.577 Ibs. fat 
from 520.4 lbs, milk, and Lottie Maid 
of Orange, 19.564 wos. fat from 611.5 
Ibs. milk in 7 days, 80.61 lbs. fat from 
2,446.4 Ibs. milk in 30 days; both mak- 
ing good their right to place in the 19- 
Ib. list, Pauline Mercedes, Wisconsin 
Bess Piebe, Abbie Douglass DeKol 2nd, 
Molly Wiayne DeKol, Hester Pietertje, 
and Diana Artis DeKol, produce above 
18 lbs. fat amd gain honorable men- 
tion. 

The most prominent among the 
senior tour-year-olds is Kiatta Mer- 
cedes Wayne, 20.525 Ibs. fat from 598.9 
Ibs. milk; Maibel Daw De Kol produces 
19.583 lbs, fat from 569.1 Ibs. milk, and 
DeKol Aloan DeKol Prineess, 18.554 
Ibs. fiat from 428.7 Ibs. milk. Far in 
the lead among the Junior four-year- 
olds is Rouble Peck Pietertje, 24.039 
Ibs. fat from 627 Ibs. milk in 7 days, 
93.464 lbs. fat from 2,537.4 lbs. milk 
in 30 days; thus breaking the record 
in the Junior, four-year class of the 7- 
Day Division, and H.-F records are 
not easily broken now. Clothilde Belle 
Jolie DeKol and lady Oak Homestead 
Ormsby follow with 17.295 Ibs. and 
16.385 lbs, fat respectively. 

Belle Pietertje DeKol Parana, 18.5

The record for De 
Kol 2d’s Alban De Kol, for 7 days, 
is exactly the same as that of De Kol

TRANSPORTING LIVE FISH LONG 
DISTANCES IN GERMANY. 
The desirability of providing cheaper 
means of transporting Saxon carp to 
distant points reached by fluvial routes 
has led to the introduction of ingeni- 
ously devised river craft for the pur- 
pose. They consist of scows 65 feet 
long and 16 feet wide. The interior 
is divided ‘by partitions’ into thirty 
compartments, In the bottom and 
sides of a scow, as well as in the inner 
partitions, cracks are left open, so that 
when floating in a river there is a con- 
tinual cireulation of fresh water. The 
buoyancy of the wood composing the 
craft allows the upper pértion to pro- 
ject above the surface of the water, 
and to sustain a small eabin for a 
erew. These scows are fastened to- 
gether in pairs floating down the river 
Elbe to Hamburg, and being towed up 
stream to Saxony by steam tugs. Such 
a pair of secows conveys a cargo of 
forty metric tons (44.1) short tons) of 
living carp tt but a fraction of the 
expense involved in transportation by 
rail, as it costs but a tr‘fle to transfer 
the fish from tthe great carp ponds,
